MASSACHUSETTS 


The Old House, Buzzards Bay 


Could an antique shop be located in 
a more fertile territory or among as 
appropriate surroundings as one in 
Massachusetts ? 

Early history of Massachusetts is 
to a great extent the early history of 
America. It was here that the May- 
flower carried the Pilgrims in 1620. 
They came to America that they 
might be able to worship God in their 
own way, and it was to Him that they 
gave the praise and thanks for their 
provisions. They, together with the 
friendly Indians, celebrated the first 
Thanksgiving Day. 

Massachusetts, one of the original 
thirteen colonies, is considered the 
“cradle of American culture.” Har- 
vard University is the oldest institu- 
tion of its kind in our country, having 
been founded in 1636. Some of our 
best-loved authors: Hawthorne, Ban- 
croft, Prescott, Longfellow, Lowell, 
and Holmes resided in Massachusetts. 


Prominent in Revolution 


This state is full of reminders of 
the stirring times of the past when 
it took real courage to be a true 
American citizen. In 1775 General 
Washington took command of the 
army of the Revolution in Cambridge. 
Old North Church reminds one of the 
famous ride of Paul Revere when he 
carried the news that the British were 
coming. 

The state flower is the mayflower 
and the motto: “With the Sword She 
Seeks Peace Under Liberty.” 


Glass making was one of the first 
crafts to be started in the colonies. 
Salem, Massachusetts, had a glass 
factory as early as 1639. 

The first woolen factory in America 
was started in Rowley, Massachusetts, 
in 1643. In 1816 a mill was in opera- 
tion in Waltham, where all stages of 
manufacturing, from the preparation 
of the raw material to the production 
of the finished article, were carried 
on by power under one roof. The first 
cotton mill in New England was 
started in this state in 1789. 

A deposit of iron ore was found in 
1630 near Boston. A smelter and 
foundry were set up and from here 
the colonists were supplied with iron 
for pots, kettles, hinges and latches, 
fireplace and farm tools. 


Pewter Made in 1654 


Although we _ usually think of 
pewter making in America as _ be- 
ginning about 1700, Thomas Bum- 
stead is known to have been making 
pewter in Boston in 1654. 

In the 17th century more silver- 
ware was produced in New England 
than any other colony. 

Paul Revere, Sr., was engaged in 
the silver business. Upon his death 
his son continued in this work, which 
was to make him the mbst celebrated 
silversmith in America. 

John Hull was one of the first 
Colonial silversmiths and was ap- 
pointed mint-master in 1652. For 
thirty years he and his partner ed 


silver for local circulation. The “Pine 
Tree” shilling and a sixpence were the 
first coins made in America. 

Benjamin Bagnall was one of the 
earliest clock makers in this country. 
Coming from England, he made and 
had ready sale for his product around 
Boston, beginning in 1722. 

The Old House is located in 
Buzzards Bay, Massachusetts. It is a 
village in the town of Bourne, on the 
north side and at the west end of the 
Cape Cod Canal. The town was named 
for Jonathan Bourne, a prominent 
man of the town, and was incor- 
porated in 1884. Before this time it 
was a part of the town of Sandwich, 
the home of the famous Sandwich 
Glass factory. The settlement was 
originally called Manamet. Here in 
1627 the Pilgrims from Plymouth 
built a trading Post called “Aptucxet” 
which is claimed to be the first place 
of organized business in New I! 
land. The Bourne Historical Society 
built a replica of the old Indian trad- 
ing post which houses many relics.

America’s Friendliest Museum

Come along the highways to the 
high plateau region of Lakeview, 
Oregon. See the desert meet the 
forest, see the deer and antelope play 
and view the geologists’ delight- 
miles of vertical fault splashed with 
Indian paintings. 

Here, cradled in nature’s wonder- 
land, we shall visit America’s Friend- 
liest Museum, created by Lulu and 
Dolph Schminck, to preserve and 
exhibit free of charge, treasures of 
by-gone days. The combined heir- 
looms of the Schmincks’ pioneer fore- 
bears formed the nucleus of this 
amazing, well-rounded collection. To 
this precious and extensive heritage, 
decendants of other pioneer families 
have continually added historical and 
valued relics. 

Lulu Schminck greets every mu- 
seum visitor with a handclasp of 
friendship and the warmest, lovely 
smile imaginable. It is her special 
delight to show Young America how 
Old America lived. AS many as two 
hundred children in one day have 
stood spellbound while Mrs. Schminck 
demonstrated the making of candles. 
And the stories she tells! Every child 
remembers well and happily so, the 
lessons in American history as told 
by Lulu Schminck. 


Maple Rope Bed 


We stroll through two beautifully 
kept bedrooms, each with its maple 


rope bed covered with a quilt dipped 
in the colors of the rainbow. Clothing, 
some a century old, fill the closets. 
One commode proudly holds a com- 
plete wash bow] set of white and gold, 
exquisitely decorated with sprays of 
lilacs. 

Visitors register at the famous desk 
from the battleship Oregon, proud old 
ship of three wars past. Near by 
stands a tall maple safe—perhaps our 
Grandmother would have called it a 
“pie-cupboard.” The entire front 
panels are of pierced tin done in a 
fanciful pattern of diamonds and 
whirligigs. Original purchase price of 
this safe in 1848 was a cow and a calf, 
given by Mrs. Schminck’s beloved 
Mother. 

All six shelves of this safe overflow 
with beauty. Ancient white Haviland 
china, rare family-size soup toureens, 
unusual pitchers, opaque glass and 
majolica are displayed. On the top 
shelf is a large Chinese soup bowl, 
richly decorated inside and out, and 
bell-toned! Aunty Schminck always 
“plays” this bowl for tiny Patsy, the 
museum’s most frequent visitor from 
across the way.

Schminck Museum

Ironstone china, cups and saucers of 
every description, bowls, plates and 
pitchers invite close inspection. Two 
cabinets are filled with fine specimens 
of American pressed glass, including 
seventy well chosen goblets. 

An exciting array of clocks, lamps, 
castors and sundry relics, each with a 
history, cover the cabinet tops. 
Ancient phonographs dot the room 
and a music box, remnant of the 
Silver Lake saloon, tones out the 
sentimental tunes of the past. 

Festooned around the walls, hang 
the friendship charm string of but- 
tons in unmeasured length. Each 
button has been carefully catalogued, 
donor’s name noted and date given. 
This charm string began in 1880, and 
has continued to the present day, 
friendship tokens from the Schminck’s 
host of friends. Each button silently 
proclaims the spirit of friendship that 
forever will enchant the Schminck 
museum!

CHESTER COUNTY DAY 


Country home of Mr. and Mrs. Charles A. Higgins built in 1710. 


Once again, those who find delight 
in things of years gone by will be 
welcomed back to Chester County, 
Pennsylvania on Saturday, October 5, 
from 10 A.M. to 6 P.M. for the first 
“CHESTER COUNTY DAY” since 
1941. Once again the fruits of dis- 
criminating collecting, arranged for 
gracious living in old or historic 
houses, some of which date well back 
into the 1700s, will be generously 
shared with those of similar interests 
for this one day. 

The above photograph is worthy of 
much study. The Windsor chairs are 
of the very earliest type, and the 
candle mold is unusual because the 
molds are of an orange colored pot- 
tery made in this county. The spice 
chest by the door is circa 1680 and a 
fine piece of Pennsylvania chalk in 
perfect condition, made to hold one 
of the early bull’s eye watches rests 
upon it. All of the pewter on the 
mantel and in the window ledges ‘is 
Revolutionary except the teapot and 
the giant salts in the center of the 


mantel arrangement, which are 
Queen Anne. The fireplace itself is 
most unusual, being room width with 
a window and with the ledge of the 
old Dutch Oven—still preserved. 

This is but one room of the charm- 
ing country home of Mr. and mrs. 
Charles A. Higgins, and is located on 
Street Road, Chester County, Penn- 
sylvania near London Grove. The 
original house was built in 1710 on a 
grant of land from William Penn and 
was purchased from descendants of 
the original owners. It is a delightful 
and accurate restoration with all the 
modern requirements for gracious 
living skillfully incorporated. 

There will be nearly thirty houses 
from which to plan a tour around 
special interests. Programs, maps, 
and tickets will be available around 
the first of September and should be 
secured early. A 32-page booklet con- 
taining illustrations and _ historical 
data will also be available and may 
be obtained by writing Chester 
County Day, Box 1, West Chester, 
Pennsylvania.
